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Selectmen’s Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 

As required by the statutes of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, we present herewith our report on the 
activities of the year 1962: 


Under Chapter 81, Long Plain Road has now been 
re-surfaced to the Hatfield town line and a bad section of 
Chestnut Plain Road (North Street) has been improved 
and some bad conditions done away with. More work on 
this road is planned for the coming year. Chapter 90 
Construction on River Road has proceeded satisfactorily, 
although we have not been entirely pleased with the State 
requirements. Work on this road is expected to continue 
in 1963. 


Depot Road, in the Christian Lane section, was wid- 
ened and re-surfaced under Chapter 90 Maintenance, and 
constitutes a long-needed improvement. 


We will have available, under a State bond issue, 
the sum of $5,635.84 for highway work. We plan to use 
this over a period of two years as our share of Chapter 90 
Construction appropriation, thus relieving our tax burden 
to some extent. 


Maintenance of our highway equipment has been a 
major expense during the year, due to the age of all the 
vehicles. However, the purchase of the new Ford truck, 
with a larger snow-plow, will relieve the strain on the 
other trucks, and we also have two new Federal trucks, 
purchased from the Air Force surplus stock at little ex- 
pense ($50.00 each), one of which is suitable for a sand 
spreader and will also be equipped eventually with an 
undercarriage for a snow-plow, which will be available 
in any emergency. 
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_ There has been little change in the requirements for 
welfare assistance, although the emphasis is changing 
from Old Age Assistance to Medical Assistance to the 
Aged. It will be interesting to see what effect new Fed- 
eral legislation may do in this field. 


In late 1961, the insurance agencies in town (8), 
requested that our various insurance coverages be dis- 
tributed more equitably among them. At the same time, 
it was suggested that we could have more adequate fire 
insurance on our buildings if we adopted the recently de- 
veloped Public and Institutional Property policies (P.I.P.) 
This required that all our buildings be appraised and in- 
sured under one policy. 


After several meetings with the selectmen and 
finance committee, the agents could not agree on one 
agency to write the insurance, and, since the Woodward 
Insurance Agency of Hatfield, who already carried some 
of our miscellaneous policies, was in a position, as General 
Agent, to write all kinds of insurance, the selectmen de- 
cided to have them write all our coverages, and they 
agreed to return to the local agents, one-third to each, 
the same amount of commissions they would have re- 
ceived had the policies been written locally. As General 
Agents, they would retain the difference between the Gen- 
eral Agent’s and the local agents’ commission. As our 
various policies have expired, Woodward Agency has re- 
placed them through equally satisfactory companies. 


After thorough investigation of P.I.P., it was deter- 
mined that we could cover our buildings much more ade- 
quately at only moderately higher cost under this method, 
and the board authorized cancellation of current fire poli- 
cies and substitution of P.I.P. on all our buildings. Here- 
with is a tabulation of our former and present coverage, 
the P.I.P. figure being 90% of the appraised sound value 
(replacement less depreciation) , which we believe is much 
more realistic than previously:

The former premium on the $199,000 was $611.77 an- 
nually. The P.I.P. premium on $248,670 is $989.71 annu- 
ally, and guaranteed for five years. Further, under P.1.P. 
we have extended coverage, for windstorm, hail, explosion, 
riot, civil commotion, aircraft and vehicles damage, smoke, 
vandalism and malicious mischief, on all properties, both 
real and personal. Return premiums on the cancelled fire 
policies were sufficient so as not to require additional 
appropriations for the 1962 year. 


Murray Lawrence continues his good work in Civil 
Defense, and he has developed considerable auxiliary per- 
sonnel, with proper training. He needs more citizen co- 
operation, and deserves the thanks of the community for 
his good work. 


The reports of the various town officers and depart- 
ments in this report will speak for themselves, and we 
thank all for their excellent cooperation during the year. 


The report of the state audit in December 1961 is 
included in the book, and shows no criticisms of the offi- 
cers’ work. 


Since the date of the annual business meeting in 1964, 
(Saturday after the 8rd Monday) comes on a holiday, 
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Feb. 22nd, it will be necessary to vote at the 1963 meet- 
ing for a new date for that year only. An article will 
appear for the purpose.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


As Public Health Nurse for the Town of Whately I 
make the following report for the year 1962. 


Every year there are requirements that are carried 
out in the schools as well as the town calls that are made. 


The physical examinations by the School Physician, 
Dr. Kenneth Rice, were done in the fall when 68 children 
were seen. Vision screening, hearing testing were com- 
pleted, and all children were weighed and measured. 


An extensive program of skin testing for tuberculo- 
sis was conducted by the Public Health department in the 
schools with excellent response. These records are on file 
in Greenfield for reference. The immunization clinic for 
diphtheria, tetanus and whooping cough was held by Dr. 
Rice at both schools for 46 children. 


Oral Sabin polio vaccine was provided for children 
of 7 years and under free through the Massachusetts State 
Board of Health, and at a low cost for adults. Type 1 and 
type 8 were provided for 200 persons. This program, 
giving all three types, will be held in early 1963. There 
were but 7 cases of poliomyelitis in the state in 1962. 


Two school children were sent to Greenfield Health 
Camp in the summer for four weeks. 


Meetings are held often with school personnel and 
home visits are made when indicated. Assistance has 
been given by service organizations, the Mental Health 
Center, the Speech and Hearing Center and transporta- 
tion provided when necessary. Adult visits, 26; income, 
$28.75; mileage, 46.60; school visits, 124; enrollment, 128; 
transportation, 14.

Memorial Library 
Annual Report — 1962 


In 1962 total circulation of books, periodicals, and 
pamphlets topped 1961 by 8.5% to reach an overall total 
of 26,414. This was 2,035 over 1961’s 24,379. Adults and 
high school people accounted for 12,802 transactions with 
book-loving younger readers responsible for 13,613. 
12,9538 novels and picture books, mysteries and westerns 
were borrowed showing re-awakened interest in reading 
for enjoyment. The 3,492 non-fiction taken out repre- 
sented a widening interest in government and social con- 
ditions. Term papers were concerned with unwed moth- 
ers, taxation, juvenile delinquency, corruption in govern- 
ment, presidential power, state government and the com- 
mon market. In addition special studies were made of 
American authors, drama, literary criticism and compara- 
tive styles. The general public showed particular interest 
in natural history and true stories of adventure, with 
biography, as usual, ranking highest in non-fiction popu- 
larity. 


627 books were added to the collection, 55 of them 
gifts. Adult fiction increased by 174, non-fiction by 227, 
juvenile fiction by 143 and non-fiction by 83. 120 out- 
dated or dilapidated books were weeded, bringing the 
library’s collection as of December 31, 1962 to 9,416. This 
almost doubles the 1951 book inventory of 4,708. 


Fines at a penny a day for adult readers and half 
that for pre-school, primary students and those using 
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books for school work came to $47.18, expenses totaled 
$9.43 leaving a cash balance at year’s end of $37.75. 


94 new borrowers registered, 50 adults and 44 chil- 
dren. Many of these came from neighboring towns to 
take advantage of the library’s superior reference collec- 
tion as well as the wide selection of popular fiction avail- 
able. 916 borrowers are registered to date. 


15 movie and slide showings had a total audience of 
787 viewers. 


5 story hours drew 292 of the very young with 72 
attending the 9th Annual Christmas Story Hour. 


The library was open 144 days in 1962 with an aver- 
age daily circulation of 158.48. Whately’s annual per 
capita circulation is 25.42 based on the population count 
of 1,039. 


THE LIBRARY YEAR 


The Art Show on the Lawn provided a notable ‘‘first”’ 
in 1962. Local artists and those from surrounding towns 
exhibited their works against the snow fence set up by 
Evelyn Dwight, Chairman and business manager of the 
event. Visited by out of town people as well as local resi- 
dents it was a success, with write-ups and photographs in 
both the Springfield and Greenfield papers. 


Summer Story Hours were conducted by Adelia Allis, 
Dorothy Polhemus and Marianna Rowe, children’s special- 
ist from Greenfield’s Regional Library Center. 


This year’s 9th Annual Christmas Book Fair was held 
on a Single day again asin 1961. It’s purpose was to make 


enough money to purchase a tape recorder so recollec- 
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tions of the town’s elder citizens could be taken down as 
a start towards updating the history in time for Whate- 
ly’s bicentennial in 1971. Decorating committees were 
each of Whately’s six grades and the results were enjoyed 
by all who visited the Fair. A hard working committee 
insured the Fair’s success with a Bake Table and Grab 
Bag in addition to the books. Nancy DeLano’s fruit cake 
was a boost towards the tape recorder that was greatly 
appreciated. In late December a Webcor was purchased 
and twelve tapes from the Book Fair proceeds. 


The Christmas Story Hour had stories by both Doro- 
thy Polhemus and Anne Tierney. Once again Frank 
Farrick donated transportation to the East Whately 
children and Sabin Filipkowski, Chairman of the Library 
Trustees, once again provided ice cream for the affair. 
Adelia Allis made Christmas cut-out cookies and showed 
the movie. 


Additions to the library included steel shelves for 
housing back issues of the 40 periodicals that form so 
important a part of the reference collection, flower boxes 
made by Fred Adams in time for the Art Show, and new 
curtains for the seven windows in the main stacks. The 
valuable Reference tool, a twelve volume set of Master- 
plots was purchased with funds from the 1961 Book Fair 
and is used by both college and high school people. 


The library’s movie projector was used throughout 
the year by Rotary, Grange, Halloween Town Hall Party, 
Mother’s Group, the church and the library. 


In September Aldine Anderson became library assist- 
ant when Alyce Farrick went to college. Mrs. Ernest 
Belanger is once again the special Center School librarian 
on Wednesday noons to the joy of everyone. 


Mrs. Ena Cane, librarian, was re-elected Correspond- 
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ing Secretary of the Western Regional Advisory Execu- 
tive Council. 


The many successful events of the library are due in 
large part to the help so readily given by all parts of the 
town, to the time and work of dedicated committees and 
individuals generous equally of time and ideas. Grateful 
appreciation is due each. 


The library is especially grateful to Paul F. Field for 
his gifts of Changing Times, Consumers’ Reports, Holi- 
day, and Horizon as well as for his kindness in handling 
and disbursing proceeds of Fairs and events. 


We are indebted to the Eliot Barkers for their gift 
of Saturday Evening Post, to Fred Adams for Look and 
Animals, to the LaSalles for their gift of flowers for the 
Art Show and to Mike Farrick for flowers throughout the 
summer, to Jean Dickinson for the Japanese toys she has 
loaned us for display, to the Ernest Belangers for the 
bronze statue of Orpheus that is in the foyer, to Mrs. 
Frank Farrick, Sr. for Venetian Slippers and Mrs. Karl 
Putnam, the former Mabel Crafts, for the framed poster 
and picture of the North Street School she donated to the 
historical collection. 


Finally we wish to thank especially Adelia Allis for 
her help on every project, Anne Tierney for telling stories 
and showing slides, Dorothy Polhemus for her Taddy 
Mouse tales, Constance and Alan Filipkowski for their 
help in the library, and all the young people who have 
helped whenever needed.

Report of 
The Superintendent of Schools 


Mr. Richard Hannum, Chairman 
Whately School Committee 


Dear Mr. Hannum: 


I submit to you my fourth annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools for School Union #38. I appreciate 
the many hours of study that you and your committee 
have given to the policy-making decisions for guiding our 
schools this past year. 


We are living in a very complex world of many 
dimensions and interactions—a world of new emerging 
nations; a population that has increased in numbers as 
well.as in mobility; a rapid development in technology, 
space exploration, and scientific discovery; tensions and 
conflicts between two ways of life—democratic and totali- 
tarian. 


Activities of society in the world basically reflect 
upon the activities within the sphere of the classroom. 
There, students of all races and creeds and from varying 
economic levels are grouped together for learning activi- 
ties. Within the classroom itself we have a community 
in action. “Our young citizens must possess accurate 
knowledge of what is taking place in the world, what 
events have led us to the present situation and what 
forces are shaping the future. They must also be equipped 
with the skills and the interest which will enable them to 
continue to acquire more knowledge throughout their life- 
times, for we, as one of the earth’s great powers, must see 
to it that our citizens possess the necessary information 
to participate in the formation of public policy and to 
make the wisest possible decision.” 
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CURRICULUM 


Social studies provides us with a frame of references 
of basic content for the study of man in society. In gen- 
eral, our social studies program has made use of a new 
basic text during the past year which covers the same gen- 
eral content areas as the more traditional program of the 
“old days.” The major difference is in the method of 
teaching and encouraging pupils to discover why and how 
people live as they do in the various parts of the world. 
Various supplementary textbooks are used in addition to 
encyclopedias, maps, globes, and visual aids. 


In order to assist teachers in classroom instruction, 
an inservice workshop in the area of social studies was 
held on a Union basis. The workshop, under the general 
direction of Miss Margaret A. Shea, Senior Supervisor of 
Elementary Education, Massachusetts Department of 
Education, has as its main theme—‘“‘Improving Our Social 
Studies Program.” Speakers were Dr. Elizabeth Foster, 
State College, Worcester, Massachusetts, and Miss Chris- 
tine Batten, Elementary Supervisor, Bedford, Massachu- 
setts. 


With the aid of the National Defense Education Act, 
we have continued to supplement our science program in 
the areas of references, charts and apparatus, useful to 
the area of effectively teaching elementary science. An 
interest developed at this time in scientific inquiry and re- 
search will prove very valuable in assisting one to better 
understand and live in our technological society. 


Karly in February the Principals’ Council of School 
Union 38 requested an evaluation of our present reading 
program in grades one through six. The following staff 
members were appointed to work on the project:

Due to resignations from the schools in the Union, 
replacements were made as follows: Deerfield—Mrs. Jean 
Wave; Sunderland—Mr. Bernard Fleury and Mrs. Harriet 
Ball (Secretary). It is not expected that a report of 
evaluation will be presented in less than a year and a half. 


LEGISLATION 


New Federal Aid bills to assist education financially 
have not been successful during this past congressional 
session. 


On the state level, the legislature has passed a num- 
ber of new laws that have had a decided effect on local 
communities. Due to space limitation only the more im- 
portant ones will be noted. 


Chapter 594 establishes the minimum salary for 
teachers at forty-five hundred dollars for the school year 
and becomes effective January 1, 1963. Unfortunately 
this legislation did not provide for additional sources of 
revenue from the state for the support of education. 


Recent legislation increasing the school year from 
160 to 180 days became effective as of September 1962 
and provision has been made for this in the school calen- 
dar in the year 1962-1963. 


The legislation passed in 1960 providing for the in- 
struction, training, and support of certain emotionally 
disturbed children, became effective January 1, 1962. 


Resolve 108 provides for an investigation and study, 
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by an unpaid special commission, relative to improving 
and extending education facilities in the Commonwealth. 
Final report shall be filed on or before the last Wednesday 
in December 1963. 


It is hoped that in the very near future some definite 
plan of more adequate state aid will be approved. The 
property tax has long been over-burdened as a source of 
revenue and some new sources must be tapped to assist 
the communities in meeting the increased costs of public 
education. 


PERSONNEL 


Whately has been fortunate in that there has been 
only one resignation during the past three years. Teacher 
candiates have been very scarce during the past year, 
especially in the lower elementary grades—one, two, and 
three. The increase in the teachers’ minimum salaries 
has resulted in a general salary revision for all members 
of the teaching staff. 


Mrs. Dorothy Strippe, first grade teacher and princi- 
pal at the Center School, retired as a member of the teach- 
ing staff at the close of school in June. The people of 
Whately expressed their deep gratitude for her many 
years of service to the educating of the girls and boys of 
Whately by giving her a reception at the end of school. 
In addition, Miss Carol Smith, teacher of art, resigned as 
of January 1, 1962. 


Mrs. Dorothy Polhemus was transferred to grade 
one and made teacher in charge of the Center School. 
Mrs. Sophie Filipkowski was transferred to the second 
grade at the Center School. Mrs. Leona A. Bock was 
appointed a teacher of the fourth grade to replace Mrs. 
Filipkowski. She received a Bachelor of Arts degree 
from the University of Connecticut and has taken courses 
in elementary education at the Central Connecticut State 
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College. Mrs. Bock has had one year of teaching experi- 
ence in the state of Connecticut. 


Mr. Stephen Maniatty, Deerfield’s well known artist, 
was appointed Art Supervisor of School Union 38. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


We have completed the replacing of all old desks and 
chairs with new ones. Also, as a safety factor, a fence 
has been installed around the playgrounds at both the 
Center and East Schools. Temporary repairs have been 
made to the roof at East Whately School, but more ex- 
tensive work will have to be completed during the coming 
year. 


CONCLUSION 


I wish to extend to the school committee, staff mem- 
bers, and citizens, my sincere thanks for their continued 
support of public education. It is hoped that through your 
efforts our girls and boys will receive an education that 
will permit them to compete, successfully and with under- 
standing, in our modern complex world.

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Report of Music Supervisor 


Recently this school music specialist considered at 
some length the question, “What is the duty of the music 
specialist?’ Following are thoughts which come to mind. 


The Massachusetts Curriculum Guide cites as the 
minimum, “75 minutes per week of varied music edu- 
cation activities.” Thus, it would seem that educators 
consider music of importance in the overall education 
pattern. 


The music specialist aids in fulfilling the need. To 
do this she can help the classroom teacher, she who has 
to perform so many varied daily duties. The specialist 
must have persuasive power to aid the teacher who may 
be timid in teaching music, the teacher who must be given 
belief in her ability to teach music, one who must be given 
knowledge of how best to create classroom learning and 
how to keep the learning pace up to some fifty to seventy 
songs per year. 


The specialist is a reservoir of information—a re- 
source person, providing material wanted for particular 
occasions. The specialist evaluates the many music books 
coming from music publishers yearly. She promotes the 
year by year musical growth by providing a specific class- 
room program of study. 


The music specialist is a leader, a guide, a philoso- 
pher, a friend with a vital spark, and enthusiasm and a 
conviction of the worth of her work—that of leading 
children to respond to music in some of its many forms, 
be it listening, reading, singing, or playing. 
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What background in education has the music special- 
ist? She knows the concepts of modern education and 
follows them grade by grade. She understands and 
applies the psychology of the individual. She knows the 
curriculum of the classroom and correlates other subjects 
and music. She is trained vocally and/or instrumentally. 


The music specialist is responsible for using effective- 
ly the many educational aids now available such as record 
players and good records, instruments, films, film strips, 
tape recorders. She provides background information for 
local music events such as the Christmas program of ‘‘The 
Messiah” presented yearly in a neighboring town, in- 
formation that may enrich future lives of the individual 
with the knowledge that this oratorio, with its fifty-three 
numbers was written within a span of twenty-four days, 
was the unbelievable accomplishment of a genius. 


Special music and programs for holidays is provided 
by the music specialist either by providing ideas or materi- 
als for which the teacher indicates a desire. 


This music specialist feels that if she has sparked any 
enthusiasm, any happy response on the part of the class- 
room members, if she has been of help to classroom teach- 
ers, to principals, then and only then have her procedures 
been valuable to the ultimate result for which she works— 
that of providing meaningful music experiences for each 
child, 


A cordial welcome awaits any and all who will visit 
the music classes of our schools. 


My very sincere thanks go to all who so willingly 
further the music experiences of children of this town.

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Report of the Art Supervisor 


I herewith submit my annual report as Supervisor 
of Art in the Whately schools. 


It is interesting to note that in the town report dated 
1941, as your Art Supervisor, I wrote: “The classes in 
Art have taken as their theme—preparedness. Our na- 
tional situation makes it essential that we develop crafts- 
men and skilled workers. It has become necessary, there- 
fore, to organize the art work so that these skills may be 
acquired by the future protectors of our country.” 


I believe this situation continues to exist and on re- 
turning to this school union I will strive to follow these 
principles in the art curriculum. 


It is important, however, in order to develop these 
skills, both creative, intellectual and manual, that the par- 
ents give us a little help before the youngster enters 
school, particularly in the towns that do not have kinder- 
gartens. For example, many children do not know what 
scissors are or how to hold them. This skill is essential 
because it is one of the elementary basic activities that 
develop the coordination of hand, mind and eyes. 


I would like to state, in defense of the importance of 
Art in the schools, that Art is not just fun and play. My 
chief concern is not to develop artists. Artists will be- 
come artists in spite of the art teacher or parents. The 
Art Supervisor should be concerned with all the pupils 
not just the gifted child. A very small percentage of 
children become artists. The important effort must be 
to help develop the skills of the 99.8% of youngsters that 
will find future employment in all other walks of life. 
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The skills we try to develop are those received in 
observation drawings, with correct proportions and mak- 
ing the hands do what the eyes and mind tell them to do. 
These are skills used in all professions whether one be- 
comes a doctor, biologist, scientist or a gas station em- 
ployee, who on many occasions has to draw a map to direct 
someone to a certain place. In much of our higher edu- 
cation the student must be able to draw, through the use 
of microscopes and diagrams and medical drawings, 
things that are recognizable, so as to know their subject 
and craft better. 


For some time now, great emphasis has been placed 
on free expression, weird diagrams and accidental art in 
picture form. 'Too much free expression is dangerous. 
Over emphasis in this direction leads to the breakdown 
of disciplines and laws. Man cannot live in society with- 
out laws and discipline. Even animals have their laws 
and we are supposed to be more intelligent than animals. 
We have seen the results of too much self expression in 
the form of so-called Beat-niks—the individual who over- 
expresses himself and does not contribute anything to 
society, hiding behind whiskers and eventually becoming 
a liability to society. 


Therefore, in our art work, with these things in mind, 
we believe in moderation and a well-balanced program. 
We hope the child will gain a healthy viewpoint and be 
able to grow and face life with creativity and skill plus a 
normal outlook. And that his future, whether he lives on 
earth or on a planet in outer space, will have a positive 
influence on mankind.

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Report of School Nurse 


As School Nurse for the town of Whately I submit 
the following report: 


The deep interest and intelligent cooperation of par- 
ents is very satisfying in this work. Parents realize with 
seriousness how much daily health means to a child and 
how great is their responsibility. Every available facility 
should be used for this purpose. The response to such 
programs in the schools, as skin testing for tuberculosis, 
immunization for diphtheria, tetanus and whooping cough, 
clinics for polio, and follow-up of recommended care, 
proves real concern for children’s health. 


Vaccination requirements were checked at school’s 
beginning; weighing and measuring of all pupils is done 
twice a year. Hearing tests and vision screening has been 
done with all pupils, with 2 vision losses noted and no 
hearing failures. The state percentage of hearing losses 
at this age level is less than 1%. 


Dr. Kenneth Rice, the school physician, did physical 
examinations for 68 pupils and notices were sent home 
when indicated. 


The Mental Health Center and Crippled Children’s 
Clinic aided some students this year and the Speech and 
Hearing Center at the University of Massachusetts gives 
treatment to students with speech problems. 


Chicken pox and measles have the highest incidence 
in children’s diseases in this state, with this town being 
no exception. Mumps and whooping cough are lessening; 
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scarlet fever, poliomyelitis and diphtheria are nearly con- 
trolled. Colds, influenza and their associated illnesses 
cause many absences among school children. 


At school clinics, Dr. Rice immunized 46 children for 
diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus in the spring. 
At the polio clinics, oral Sabin vaccine was given to 117 
children seven years and under; both type I and type III 
were given, separated by four weeks. During the skin 
testing for the tuberculosis program, 122 were done by 
the Franklin County Public Health Department. 

Regular visits are made to the schools. Supplies are 
_ maintained and each child’s health card is kept up to date. 


SUMMARY 


Enrollment, 124; school visits, 108; absences, 577; 
conferences at school, 31; conferences at home, 48; trans- 
portation, 8. 


My sincere thanks to the superintendent, the school 
physician, and all the teachers and parents.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
FRONTIER REGIONAL SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Dear Mr. Filipkowski: 


It is my pleasure to submit to you and your com- 
mittee my third report as Superintendent of Frontier 
Regional School District. You have given many hours of 
service in determining policies for the effective opera- 
tion of the regional school. 


GUIDANCE 


Today the rapidity of techonogical change has pre- 
sented us with a complexity of difficulties in planning 
future education. There has been, in recent years, a rapid 
accumulation of knowledge, especially in the field of sci- 
ence. The application of scientific knowledge to our way 
of living has increased our material wealth and has had 
a definite effect upon society in general. 


The guidance program has a very important role to 
play in today’s secondary school. This was recognized by 
the Federal Government in 1958 when Congress appro- 
priated funds to expand the guidance services in the vari- 
ous state and local school systems. Under this program, 
specific programs were established to train guidance per- 
sonnel. ye 


There are four major areas within which the guid- 
ance program functions: 
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(a) 


(b) 


(c) 


Intellectual—assisting students in the selection of 
courses and a total program of studies for the six 
years at school, keeping as the main objective prepa- 
ration for activity in the industrial world which he 
will shortly enter. 


Vocational—assisting the student in selecting a 
vocational area, identifying the requirements, real- 
istic evaluation of the student’s aptitudes for the 
vocational field selected, and selecting a program of 
studies to qualify for the particular vocation and 
gainful employment. 


Behavioral—has both the formal and informal 
approach relating to the various social, emotional 
problems and physical aspects of the students. An 
adequate program in this area can often solve or 
avoid many disciplinary problems. 


It is very important and necessary to have a follow- 


up program to assist those who graduate from the secon- 
dary school program. Mr. Owen A. Pugsley, Guidance 
Director, submitted the following percentage summary 
for the class of 1962 that had a total of seventy-four (74) 
students: 


1. Students entering a four year college 20.25 % 


2. Students entering a two year 


junior college 21.62% 
Students entering nurses’ training 8.11% 
Students entering a technical or 

vocational school 10.81% 
Students entering the armed forces 6.76% 


6. Students with definite 


employment plans 13.51% 


7. Students with indefinite 


employment plans 18.92% 


LOE 


Those who applied to a four year college were accepted 
at a total of thirty-seven colleges or universities and their 
total included twenty-four different colleges or universi- 
ties. 


Mr. John Flek, Guidance Counselor, is presently con- 
ducting a program of group counseling in the Junior 
High School grades. Its purpose is to give pupils more 
information about their school program, policies, regu- 
lations, how to study, career orientation, study habits, 
occupational information, and planning a high school 
course. 


MUSIC 


Since Frontier Regional School has been in exist- 
ence, there has been a need for a good supply of pupils 
who play musical instruments to replace skilled members 
who leave due to graduation or to participate in other 
extra-curricular activities. Skilled replacements cannot | 
be developed in the junior high school grades alone. This 
supply must come from the various Union elementary 
schools. This problem was discussed in detail at the last 
annual Union meeting and the Deerfield School Committee 
agreed to try an instrumental program on an experimental 
basis for one year in grades four, five and six. The pro- 
gram is directed by Mr. Granger Norwood of the Regional 
School. At the conclusion of twelve weeks, it is interest- 
ing to report the following statistics: 


(a) Sixty-eight (68) pupils expressed a desire to 
participate in an instrumental program. 


(b) Fifty-five (55) actually started the program in 
September 1962. Since then, three (3) pupils have 
dropped participation, but two (2) plan to return to 
the program next year. 


(c) A detailed breakdown by instruments is as 
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follows: trumpet, 15; trombone, 3; flute, 5; clarinet, 
14; alto saxophone, 1; glockenspiel, 4; percussion, 10. 


A recheck of participation in this program will be 
made before the close of school in June. 


PERSONNEL 


A number of changes have taken place in the staff of 
the Frontier Regional School during the past year. Resig- 
nations were received from the following: Mr. John 
Edgar, Athletics and Physical Education; Mrs. Ann M. 
Broughall, junior high English; Mrs. Harriette Enoch, 
senior high English; Mr. Jack Philips, history; Mr. Thom- 
as Reed, English and French; Mr. Thomas Fonda, biology; 
Mr. Ralph Pierce, industrial arts. 


The following appointments were made to fill exist- 
ing vacancies through resignations received, and addi- 
tional positions because of increased enrollment. 


Mr. Joseph C. Alex graduated from the University 
of Maine and Springfield College where he received his 
Master’s Degree in 1958. He has had four years’ experi- 
ence in teaching physical education and coaching. 


Mr. Robert W. Blossom graduated from Keene 
Teachers’ College, Keene, New Hampshire, with a Bache- 
lor of Science Degree in 1962. He majored in English 
and minored in Social Studies. 


Mr. William J. Doyle received a Bachelor’s Degree 
from Villanova College, and did graduate work at Boston 
University and Boston College. Mr. Doyle has had six 
years of teaching experience. 


Mr. Leon M. Farrick, Jr. is a graduate of Spring- 
field College and has had one year of teaching experi- 
ence, 


Mr. Frank M. Jackson graduated from Brown Uni- 
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versity and received a Master of Arts in teaching from 
Wesleyan University. He has had three years of experi- 
enct, two of which were at New Trier High School, Win- 
netka, Illinois. 


Mr. Joseph C. McCarthy is a graduate of the State 
College at Salem, Massachusetts, and is inexperienced. 


Mr. Donald Perreault received a Bachelor’s Degree 
from the State College at Fitchburg where he majored in 
industrial arts. 


Mr. Allan P. Richards graduated from the Univer- 
sity and is presently studying for a Master’s Degree. He 
has had one year of experience. 


Mr. James C. Vargelis is a graduate of Boston Uni- 
versity and majored in physical education. 


Part-time teachers are Miss Carol Viet, French; 
Mrs. Harriette Enoch, Speech; and Mrs. Norma Keyes, 
Home Economics. 


As in past years, there continues to be a serious 
shortage of qualified teachers, especially in the fields of 
science, mathematics, industrial arts and foreign lan- 
guages. 


GROUNDS AND MAINTENANCE 


In last year’s report I called attention to the need of 
developing more recreation and athletic areas at the re- 
gional school. The sentiment vote taken at the various 
town meetings was not in favor of spending the large 
sum of money that it was estimated would be needed to do 
the job. A subcommittee of school board members, Mr. 
Carlton Peabody and Mr. Leonard Grybko, investigated 
the possibility of having the work accomplished as a com- 
munity project. Under their direction and supervision 
the proposed area has been cleared, graded, and seeded. 
I wish to sincerely thank all persons or community units 
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who participated in this endeavor, namely, the Boards of 
Selectmen of the towns of Conway, Deerfield, Sunderland 
and Whately who allowed the use of highway equipment; 
the University of Massachusetts; and the following per- 
sons: Dr. Frank L. Boyden, Mr. Leonard Grybko, Mr. 
Carlton Peabody, Jr., Mr. Evangel Bredakis, Mr. Louis 
Kandsz, Mr. Myron Maiewski, Mr. Henry Maiewski, Mr. 
Edward Mieczkowski, Mr. Michael Perchak, Mr. Carlton 
Peabody, Sr., Mr. Joseph Sadowski, Mr. Robert Stedman, 
Mr. Edward Warner, and Mr. Robert Warner. 


Action was taken on making the necessary roof re- 
pairs. Mr. Bernhard Dirks, architect, made up the neces- 
sary plans and bid specifications. The job was awarded 
to the low bidder, D. J. Moriarty, Inc. of Holyoke. 

As in past years, general maintenance has been con- 
tinued by our excellent corps of custodians. 


CONCLUSION 


I wish to thank all members of the committee, princi- 
pal, staff, and citizens of the regional towns for their co- 
operation during the past year. Effective teamwork is 
one of the major elements in the forward progress that 
Frontier Regional School has made during the past year.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL 


Mr. Warren D. Bennett, Superintendent 


Frontier Regional School District 


Dear Mr. Bennett: 


I am pleased to submit my third annual report as 
principal of Frontier Regional School. Most aspects of 
the program at Frontier continue to move forward for 
the ultimate benefit of the students from the four com- 
munities. We continue to enjoy the support of all con- 
cerned with providing a sound educational program con- 
sistent with the needs of our students and the ability of 
the towns to provide the funds required. We are in a 
period of rising costs as well as increasing pressure to 
meet higher standards of academic preparation. To pro- 
vide our students with equal opportunity will mean a care- 
ful balance between adoption of what is valid in modern 
educational theory and a realistic fiscal policy for the 
district, both of which weigh heavily in our future plan- 
ning for Frontier Regional School. 


The year 1962 has seen change in the building, 
grounds, staff, enrollment and program of studies. An 
eight-acre extension to our playing fields has been de- 
veloped through the generosity of a number of citizens 
from the four towns, the University of Massachusetts 
and the Headmaster of Deerfield Academy; additional 
black-topping has been done in several areas around the 
building; the north porticos have been painted; repair of 
the roof has been undertaken; the old gym has been closed 
off on one side to enable full use of two basement class- 
rooms; a language lab has been completely re-furnished 
with laboratory tables and storage cabinets; additional 
secretarial furniture was provided for the guidance 
office; new furniture was placed in the teachers’ room 
where none had been provided before; a fire exit was built 
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between two basement classrooms opposite the old gym; 
storage cabinets for instruments were built in the music 
room; a work bench and cabinet was built in the art 
room; the Vo-ag shop and classroom were painted and 
painting of the main corridors of the school was com- 
pleted by the custodians. 


Several pieces of new equipment were added, some 
through National Defense Education Act funds, includ- 
ing: an additional 16 mm projector, a micro-projector 
for use in biology, an overhead projector for general use 
and making transparencies for classroom use, several 
two-drawer filing cabinets for teacher use, additional 
library shelving and furniture, an exhaust fan for the 
industrial arts shop, several musical instruments, a 
trampoline for physical education classes, a filmstrip pro- 
jector and screen, many science reference texts for class- 
room use, forty-four additional student lockers, two- 
hundred-eighteen additional gym baskets for storing 
physical education uniforms and two phonographs for 
classroom use. 


The course of studies at Frontier saw the following 
additions during the past year: American government 
and world geography in the tenth grade, French IV, Span- 
ish II, clerical practice, speech required in the ninth 
and developmental reading required in the tenth grade. 
The following courses are to be added in the 1963-64 
school year: Survey of World Cultures in grade eleven, 
Contemporary World Affairs in grade twelve and book- 
keeping II in grade eleven. These curriculum changes 
represent the implementation of a program reported in 
my 1961 Annual Report. 


The professional staff at Frontier, including the 
principal, now numbers forty-one. Two full-time teach- 
ers were added in 1962, one in science and one in physical 
education and social studies. Two part-time teachers 
were added, one teaching home economics in the junior 
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high, and the other teaching speech and developmental 
reading in the senior high. We have experienced very 
little turnover in teachers during the past two years, a 
fact which has had considerable influence on the strength- 
ening of our program. Stability in staff is an absolute 
requirement for establishing and maintaining high 
standards in our school. 


The present senior class will be the last graduating 
class numbering less than one hundred. Enrollment in 
September, 1962 was 692 and it is expected that this 
figure will increase to approximately 720 in the next 
school year. Many students from the district are enroll- 
ing at Deerfield Academy, Smith’s School and the Green- 
field Vocational School at the completion of the eighth 
grade. If this trend continues we can expect that total 
enrollment should not exceed 750 in the next three or four 
years. 


The past five years, since the first Sputnik, have been 
revolutionary. New approaches to teaching and learn- 
ing have had considerable impact on the schools, princi- 
pally the use of educational television, team teaching, pro- 
grammed learning and teaching machines and the de- 
velopment of new approaches in the teaching of math, 
science and foreign languages. Although Frontier can be 
characterized as traditional in its educational philosophy, 
we have introduced elements of the above where we found 
them valid and practical for our situation. Adoption of 
new methods here have occurred mainly in foreign lan- 
guage and science through the oral-aural approach in 
language and the discovery method in science. Change- 
over to new methods requires the expenditure of addi- 
tional sums, the discarding of old equipment and methods 
and the re-training of teachers. In view of these facts, 
we intend to move cautiously, committing ourselves only 
when sufficient research proves unequivocally that better 
teaching and learning results from these new methods. 
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I remain convinced that no new development in education 
is superior to a first-rate teacher in the classroom, one 
who excites and inflames his students’ quest for knowl- 
edge. Our primary concern should be to find and keep 
such teachers.

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SCHOOL NURSE 


Health is influenced by many factors, heredity, home 
environment, nutrition, personal attitudes, intelligence, 
ecenomic status, and the kinds of medical care available 
to the individual. 


Health is also affected by adverse factors such as 
ignorance, superstition, disease, accidents, and injuries. 


At Frontier Regional School the Health Program 
functions in three main areas to promote a healthful way 
of life for the students: (1) to educate the students in 
sound health practices that will prepare them for adult 
life, (2) to provide a safe and healthful school environ- 
ment, and (3) to provide health appraisals and health 
counseling. 


The following are statistics from the Health Program , 
from January 1, 1962 to December 15, 1962: 1,705 stu- 
dents seen by nurse, 27 home visits, 1 taken to hospital, 
9 taken to doctor; dental survey, Dr. Richard Mahoney, 
grades 7 and 8, April 19—222 examined, 75 referrals; 
speech survey, October—11 referrals; physical examina- 
tions, Dr. Kenneth Rice, November and December—3 re- 
ferrals, 2 communicable diseases; hearing test, Septem- 
ber—690 tested, 36 retested, 30 failures, 30 referrals, 26 
seen by doctor; vision test, September—690 tested, 78 re- 
tested, 67 failures, 67 referrals, 62 seen by doctor, 206 
wearing glasses; accidents—106 accidents filed, 28 checked 
by doctor; heights and weights, May—671, September— 
689; new equipment in health office—electric wall clock. 


My sincere thanks and appreciation go to Mr. Ben- 
nett, Mr. Roger, the teachers, the school custodians, the 
cafeteria personnel, our school secretary, Mrs. Bleakley, 
Dr. Rice and Dr. Mahoney for their cooperation in the 
School Health Program.

Report of State Audit

I submit herewith my report of au audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Whately for the period from 
August 1, 1959 to December 13, 1961, made in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws.

Schwartz, Assistant Director of Accounts.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made 
an audit of the books and accounts of the town of Whate- 
ly for the period from August 1, 1959, the date of the 
previous audit, to December 138, 1961, and submit the 
following report thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several 
departments collecting or disbursing money for the town 
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or committing bills for collection were examined, checked 
and verified by comparison with the records in the offices 
of the town bookkeeper and the town treasurer. 


The books and accounts in the town bookkeeper’s 
office were examined and checked. The recorded receipts 
were compared with the treasurer’s books and with the 
records in the several departments collecting money for 
the town, while the payments, as entered, were checked 
with the treasurer’s books and with the treasury warrants. 
The appropriations, transfers, and loan authorizations 
were checked with the town clerk’s records of financial 
votes passed by the town meetings and with the finance 
committee’s authorizations of transfers from the reserve 
fund. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, the necessary 
adjustments resulting from the audit were made, and a 
balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was pre- 
pared showing the financial condition of the town on De- 
cember 13, 1961. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The cash book was 
footed and the recorded receipts were compared with the 
town bookkeeper’s accounts, with the departmental 
records of payments to the treasurer, and with other 
sources from which money was paid into the town treas- 
ury. The payments were compared with the warrants 
approved by the selectmen and with the town bookkeeper’s 
ledger. 


The treasurer’s cash balance on December 13, 1961 
was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with a 
statement furnished by the bank of deposit and by actual 
count of the cash in the office. 


The records pertaining to funded debt, as well as 
temporary loans, were examined and checked. The loans 
issued were compared with the town treasurer’s recorded 
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receipts, while the payments on account of maturing debt, 
temporary loans, and interest were compared with the 
amounts falling due and were checked with the cancelled 
securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investment of the trust and investment funds in the 
custody of the treasurer were examined and listed. The 
bequests were checked, the income was proved, the with- 
drawals were verified, and the balances in the several 
funds were reconciled with the town bookkeeper’s ledger. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Fed- 
eral and State taxes, county and teachers’ retirement sys- 
tems, and Blue Cross and Blue Shield were examined and 
checked. The deductions and the payments to the proper 
agencies were proved, while the balances on hand were 
reconciled with the respective controls in the town book- 
keeper’s ledger. 


The tax title records in the custody of the treasurer 
were examined. The amounts received on account of re- 
demptions were checked, and the taxes transferred to tax 
titles were compared with the records of the tax collector. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were 
examined and checked. The taxes and excise outstanding 
at the time of the previous examination, as well as all 
subsequent commitments, were audited and proved. The 
recorded collections were checked with the payments to 
the treasurer as shown by the treasurer’s and the town 
bookkeeper’s books; the abatements, as entered, were com- 
pared with the assessors’ records of abatements granted; 
the transfers to the tax title account were proved; and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with the 
respective controls in the town bookkeeper’s ledger. The 
cash balance on December 13, 1961 was proved by actual 
count of the cash on hand. 
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The outstanding accounts were further verified by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names 
appeared on the books as owing money to the town, and 
from the replies received it appears that the accounts, as 
listed, are correct. 


The appropriations, as voted, were listed from the 
town clerk’s records of town meetings, and the amounts 
voted were compared with the aggregate amounts raised 
by the assessors in the determination of the tax rates for 
1960 and 1961. 


The receipts of the town clerk on account of dog and 
sporting licenses, as well as for gasoline registrations, 
were checked with the records of licenses and registra- 
tions issued. The payments to the Division of Fisheries 
and Game and to the town treasurer were verified, and 
the cash on hand December 13, 1961 was proved by actual 
count. 


The surety bonds of the several town officials re- 
quired by law to furnish them were examined and found 
to be in proper form. 


The records of receipts of the board of selectmen 
and the sealer of weights and measures, as well as of the 
health, highway, welfare, school, library, and cemetery 
departments, and of all other departments collecting 
money for the town or committing bills for collection, 
were examined and checked. The payments to the town 
treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand in the sey- 
eral departments was proved by actual count. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Deer- 
field-Whately Veterans’ Service District were examined 
and checked in conjunction with the audit of the town 
treasurer’s accounts. The receipts and disbursements 
were verified, and the cash balance on December 13, 1961 
was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with a 
statement from the depository. 
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In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended 
to this report tables showing reconciliations of the several 
cash accounts, summaries of the tax, excise, and depart- 
mental accounts, as well as schedules showing the trans- 
actions and condition of the trust and investments funds. 


On behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to 
express appreciation for the cooperation received from all 
town officials while engaged in making the audit.

Report of Planning Board 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


The Planning Board has held several meetings dur- 
ing the year with a view to establishing a suitable Zoning 
By-Law for the Town. The following is the final result 
of our discussions, and has been advertised as required 
by the statutes: 


TOWN OF WHATELY 
NOTICE OF PUBLIC HEARING 


Under the authority vested in the Planning Board 
of the Town of Whately by Chapter 40A of the Gen- 
eral Laws, Ter. Ed., and in accordance with Section 6 
of said Chapter 40A, said Board hereby gives notice 
that a public hearing will be held in the Whately 
Town Hall at 7:30 P.M. on Thursday, February 14, 
1963, on its proposal for the adoption of a Zoning 
By-Law to be acted on at a subsequent town meeting. 


PROPOSED ZONING BY-LAW 
TOWN OF WHATELY, MASSACHUSETTS 
Section I. PURPOSE. 


The purpose of this By-Law is to provide for the 
Town of Whately all the protection authorized by 
the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, Chapter 40A and any amendments thereto. 
Section II. ESTABLISHMENT OF DISTRICTS 


For the purposes of this By-Law, the entire area 
of the Town of Whately is hereby designated as a 
“Residential - Agricultural - Business - Industrial 
District.” 
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Section III. US REGULATIONS. 


A. Existing Use Not Affected. 


This By-Law shall not apply to existing build- 
ings or structures, nor to the existing use of any 
buildings or structures or land to the extent of 
that use at the time of the adoption of this By- 
Law. 


B. Use of Buildings, Structures and Land. 

Except as provided in Section V herein, any 
lawful building or structure may be con- 
structed, altered or enlarged and any lawful 
building, structure or land or part thereof may 
be used for any purpose which is not injurious, 
noxious, offensive or detrimental to a neighbor- 
hood and does not violate any section of this 
By-Law, or any of the provisions of the Town 
of Whately in regard to the health, welfare and 
safety of its inhabitants. 


section IV. INTENSITY REGULATIONS. 


Any building or structure hereafter erected in 
any section of the Town shall be located on a 
lot of not less than forty thousand (40,000) 
square feet in area with a frontage of not less 
than two hundred (200) feet. 


A. Lot Area. 


a. A lot or parcel of land having an area or a 
frontage of lesser amounts than required by 
this By-Law may be considered as coming 
within the area or frontage requirements of 
this section, provided such lot or parcel of 
land was shown on a plan or described in a 
deed duly recorded or registered at the time 
of the adoption of this By-Law and did not 
at the time of such adoption adjoin other 
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land of the same owner available for use in 
connection with this parcel. 


B. Yard Dimensions. 
a. Front Yard. 


Any structure or building, including road- 
side stands, gasoline pumps and accessory 
building hereafter erected, shall extend not 
nearer than twenty (20) feet to the street 
line to be measured from the right-of-way 
line where a plan of the way is on file with 
the Registry of Deeds or the County Com- 
misisoners, or, in the absence of such plan, 
shall extend not nearer than twenty (20) 
feet from a line twenty-five (25) feet from 
and parallel with the center line of such trav- 
eled way. 


b. Side Yards. 
The minimum side yard dimension shall be 
forty (40) feet. 


cy Rear Vards, 


The minimum rear yard dimension shall be 
forty (40) feet. 


C. Floor Area. 


Any building or structure hereafter erected, 
altered or used for dwelling purposes shall 
provide not less than seven hundred fifty (750) 
square feet of living area on the first floor for 
each family occupying said building or struc- 
ture. The Board of Appeals may, however, 
issue a temporary permit for temporary occu- 
pancy of a building or structure having less 
than the specified living area. 
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Section V. GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


A. Non-conforming uses. 


a. 


The lawful use of any structure or land ex- 
isting at the time of enactment or subse- 
quent amendment of this By-Law may be 
continued although such structure or use 
does not conform with provisions of the By- 
Law. 


. Alteration. A non-conforming structure 


may not be altered or reconstructed if the 
cost of such alterations exceeds fifty (50) 
percent of the assessed valuation of the 
structure at the time of the change. 


. Extension. No increase in the extent of the 


non-conforming use of a structure or land 
may be made. 


. Restoration. No non-conforming structure 


damaged by fire or other causes to the ex- 
tent of more than seventy-five (75) percent 
of its valuation shall be repaired or rebuilt 
except in conformity with the By-Law. 


. Abandonment. A non-conforming use which 


has been abandoned for a period of more 
than two years shall not be re-established 
and any future use shall conform with this 
By-Law. 


Changes. Once changed to a conforming 
use, no structure or land shall be permitted 
to revert to a non-conforming use. 


B. Accessory Buildings. No accessory building or 
structure shall be located within the required 
front yard area. No accessory building shall 
shall be located in any side yard area nearer 
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to the side lot line than twenty (20) feet, or in 
a rear yard area nearer to the rear lot line than 
twenty (20) feet, or nearer to another principal 
or accessory building than fifteen (15) feet. 


C. Parking Requirements. 


Any building hereafter constructed for business 
or public or industrial use shall be so located 
upon its parcel of land that there shall be pro- 
vided an off-street parking area equal to twice 
the floor area of the building to be constructed. 


D. Exceptions. 


In the Town of Whately buildings, structures 

and land may be used, and buildings and struc- 

tures may be erected or altered for any resi- 

dential, commercial or industrial use, but none 

of the following except by special permit by the 

Board of Appeals after public hearing as pro- 

vided in Chapter 40A, General Laws: 

Acetylene gas, cyanide compound, or oxygen 
manufacture. 

Asphalt manufacture or refining. 

Chlorine or bleaching powder manufacture. 

Creosote manufacture. 

Drop forge shop. 

Explosives, fireworks or ammunition manu- 
facture. 

Fertilizer manufacture. 

Fumigation plants. 

Glue or size manufacture from fish or animal 
offal. 

Gypsum, cement, plaster or plaster of paris 
manufacture. 

Incineration, or reduction of, or dumping of, 
offal, garbage, or refuse on a commercial 
basis except where controlled by the Town. 
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Junk yard, junk storage, scrapping of autos 
and parts and salvage thereof. 

Linoleum manufacture. 

Match manufacture. 

Petroleum refining. 

Piggery. 

Rubber, natural or synthetic, or gutta percha 
manufactured from crude or scrap material. 

Sewage disposal plant except where controlled 
by the Town. 

Signs with an area greater than 12 square feet. 

Slaughter houses. 

Stone quarry operations including blasting. 

Stone or rock crushing operations. 

Soap, tallow, grease or lard manufacture. 

Sulphurous, sulphuric, nitric or hydrochloric 
acid manufacture. 

Tannery. 

Tar or asphalt roofing manufacture. 

Tar products manufacture. 


Trailer camp or park. 
Used cars. 


All other enterprises or uses commonly re- 
garded as hazardous or offensive. 


Section VI. ADMINISTRATION. 


A. Enforcement. This By-Law shall be enforced 
by the Selectmen. No building or structure 
shall be built or altered and no use of land or a 
building shall be begun or changed without a 
permit having been issued by the Board of Se- 
lectmen. No building shall be occupied until 
a certificate of occupancy has been issued by 
the Board of Selectmen. Any person violating 
any of the provisions of this By-Law may be 
fined not more than twenty dollars for each 
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B. 


offense. Each day that such violation continues 
shall constitute a separate offense. 


Board of Appeals. There is hereby established 
a Board of Appeals of three members and two 
associate members to be appointed by the Se- 
lectmen, as provided in Chapter 40A of the 
General Laws, which shall act on all matters 
within its jurisdiction under this By-Law in 
the manner prescribed in Chapter 40A of the 
General Laws. The Board of Appeals shall 
have the following powers. 


a. Appeals. To hear and decide an appeal 
taken by any person aggrieved by reason of 
his inability to obtain a permit from any 
administrative official under the provisions 
of Chapter 40A, General Laws, or by any 
officer or Board of the Town, or by any per- 
son aggrieved by any order or decision of 
the inspector of buildings or any other ad- 
ministrative official in violation of any pro- 
vision of Chapter 40A, General Laws, or of 
this By-Law. 


b. Special Permits. To grant a special per- 
mit for an exception as provided by sections 
of this By-Law when it shall have found that 
the use involved will not be detrimental to 
the established or future character of the 
neighborhood and Town and subject to appro- 
priate conditions or safeguards if deemed 
necessary. 


c. Variances. To authorize upon appeal, or 
upon petition in cases where a particular use 
is sought for which no permit is required, 
with respect to a particular parcel of land or 
to an existing building thereon a variance 
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from the terms of this By-Law where, owing 
to conditions especially affecting such parcel 
or such building but not affecting generally 
the zoning district in which it is located, a 
literal enforcement of the provisions of this 
By-Law would involve substantial hardship, 
financial or otherwise to the appellant, and 
where desirable relief may be granted with- 
out substantial detriment to the public good 
and without nullifying or substantially dero- 
gating from the intent or purpose of this 
By-Law, but not otherwise. 


C. Amendment. This By-Law may be amended 
from time to time at an annual or special town 
meeting in accord with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 6 of Chapter 40A, General Laws. 


D. Validity. The validity of any section or pro- 
vision of this By-Law shall not invalidate any 
other section or provision thereof. 


Please note the date of this hearing, and the fact that 
any Official action on the By-Law must take place at a 
town meeting.

Planning Board 
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Report of Tree Warden and 
Moth Superintendent 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


For several years now, since the last aerial spray- 
ing, moths were pretty well under control; however, they 
are returning. The eastern part of the town was sprayed, 
but due to late appropriation, therefore causing late spray- 
ing, it has not been too successful. 


Most infected areas, being a combination of gypsy 
moth and linden looper, are: Chestnut Mountain, the ridge 
between Haydenville Road and Chestnut Plain Road, the 
Great Swamp, and East Whately. Pending appropria- 
tions, the Bureau of Insect Pest Control will aerially spray 
these areas. Markers and test plates will be placed in 
these areas by your local superintendent to guide the pilot 
and record the sprayings. According to the Bureau, 
spraying should start on or about May 1. 


Roadside spraying has been done as usual. Some 
spraying will be done in residential areas due to heavy 
infestation. 


Twenty-one of twenty-seven Dutch Elm diseased 
trees were cut and destroyed; however, fourteen more 
have been found and have been proven by the Shade Tree 
Laboratories to have the Dutch Elm disease. Thus twen- 
ty diseased trees are still left to be cut and destroyed. 
Western Miss. Electric and New England Tel. and Tel. 
were a great help to the cutting of come of these trees. 
Also several trees heavy with grapevines, which ob- 
structed the view to traffic and would be hazardous in 
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case of a storm, were cut and burned. Several other 
species, which were dead, were also cut and removed. 


Thirty-six rock maples were planted in various parts 
of the town. Several of these died, however, due to dry 
weather, but they will be replaced. More trees are needed 
and will be planted. Little pruning has been done this past 
year, due to the heavy cutting of the Dutch Elm and other 
species.
